my only answer‘is that [ found no such, 
difficultics. > : 
I \was-enormonsly impressed by thi 
health and vitality of all the horses thal 
T saw... Many of the artillery ‘horse 
looked exceedingly well; all the cavalry 
horses that I caw (of course, with certain 
exceptions) looked magnificent—which is 
a very strong word to use, but a true one! 
I then went down to the variow? bascsi. 
“At No, 1 I found hospital bases that had 
heen built with stablo shelters constructed 
of ‘iron: for the horses. ‘These had 
heen easily erectcd,.and were, to my mind, 
far preferable to the wooden ones I saw 
at other places. They are divided ints 
sections, and every hospital within a 
certain distance from the front is cal- 
ewiated and based on the thousand-horse 
system: “The ground selected was,.in my 
humble opinion, ‘admirable. : ‘ 
: COMPLETE EQUIPMENT. . 
I found that the veterinary ‘surgeons, 
some of whom E knew, were most capable. 
The dressers “were all that cou'd ‘be 
The ‘operating theatres © were 
‘arrangedas perfectly as could he done 
in our own.city of:London. The instiu-: 
ments, medicaments, and ~ everything. 
nzces ary for the respective hospitals were 
sof the finest quality, and, to my great 
surprie, up to strength for all require- 


‘ments and mo:t fully cquipped. 


“There. are, of course, many cares of 
suffering—shraprel. wounds, sore: backs, 
and the like—but the prirccipal injuries 
were to the feet; probably produced ‘by 
nails causiug quitter, and tho difficulties 
‘with lice and mange, ‘but’ in every case 
the: individual horse was. separated and 
‘Yooked affer'in accordance with its parti- 
cular malady, and I did rot observe ore 
single instance of neglect throughout the 
many thousands of horses that I saw. 

That there are sufferings, that there are 
shortcomings, that there are little details 
which could be rectified: I. do-not for one 
minute dispute, and I should tay the 
want of -horse‘ambulances, ‘coarseness of 
the shoes, the want of proper sized nose- 
bags, the: lack of head Or neck collars in 
piace of headstalls (which are neccesary, 
in enses of catarrh, strangles, or pne 
monia) is probably the greatest criticism: 
I conld make. This is, howover, a small 
matter which is being rectified. 

: DURE'S APPEAL, 

Should nny of the public. wish to sub- 
scribe in the interest of the animals, che 
kindest thing that could. be done at the 
Moment would be to contribute to funds 
t.at provide ambulances for the. relief 
or-horses going from the trains to tho 
hospitals, rox 1t is obvious that there are 
many cases of ‘debility or of absolutely 
tired-out horses arriving at the station 
nearest ‘the hospitais which: have not the 
strength to get into these hospitals.
